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In presenting this report, I am not ix a position to say what has been done throughout 
the State during the past year, from the fact that there are no records in this office, 
save County Superintendent’s reports, which are purely statistical, to gather such 
work from; but from above reports we gather the facts, that a general improvement 
over the past year has been made, 


STATISTICS. 


We learn from the table of comparative statistics that 
twenty-six school houses were built, twenty-eight districts were 
organized, number of schools increased by ninety-one, and an 
addition of sixty-five teachers to the corps; while there is an in- 
crease of fifteen in average length of school in days. Al of 
” above in increase over preceding year. 


SCHOOL LANDS, . 


This department is in constant receipt of letters from all 
parts of the State, asking for information relative to sale and 
lease of school lands, but have only been able to reply, that no 
arrangement could be perfected till legislation would enable the 
State Board of Commissioners to move intelligently in that direc- 
tion. 1 would respectfully call the attention of the honorable 
Legislature to the fact, that depredations are being constantly 
committed upon these lands, and it will require close and con- 
stant supervision, in order that these may be preserved to the . 
State, and our school fund placed upon a sound basis.

SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 


The imperative demand of the State requires an active and in- 
telligent superintendency of the schools, while the law only speci- 
fies certain duties to be performed by County Superintendents, it 
should be amended in such a manner, that in addition to compilation 
of reports of trustees and district clerks by superintendents, they 
should also be required to make a general report upon work 
done in schools, condition of school houses and outbuildings,

furniture, quantity and kind of apparatus in schools; also eondi- 
tion of fences around school buildings, with general suggestions 
` offered for improvement; their report to be incorporated with 
that of the State Superintendent in his report to the Legislature. 
At present we know nothing of work done throughout the Staté, 
and can not under the present system. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S OFFICE. 


Sec. 1863 of Montana School Law, makes it the imperative 
duty of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction to travel 
not less than three months of each year in the different counties 
of the State, visiting schools, consulting County Superintendents, 
attending Institutes, etc. While same section says that above 
shall be done so far as possible without neglecting his other ofli- 
cial duties," while sec. 1959 imposes a penalty of ten dollars 
for each failure to attend any Institute. I *would respectfully 
state that the labor to be performed in this department, under 
present conditions, will require the presence of one person in the 
office all of the time. The work is increasing and will continue 
to do so, while the change from a territorial form of government 
to that of statehood imposes duties upon the Superintendent not 
contemplated by present statute.

The superintendent of 
public instruction shall have power to adopt a course 
of studies and rules and regulations for all public schools 
in the territory, and shall have and use a seal, and 
authorize the printing of all regulations and circulars 
necessary to carry their provisions into effect; and 
shall report to the governor biennially, on or before the 
first day of December of the years in which the reg- 
ular sessions of the legislature are held. The gov- 
ernor shall transmit said report to the legislature, and, 
whenever itis ordered printed, a sufficient number of 
copies shall be delivered to the superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction to furnish two copies to be deposited in the 
territorial library, and one copy to each superintendent 
of common schools, to be held by him as public prop- 
erty, and delivered to his successor in office, and one 
copy to eachlocalschool officer withinthe territory. Said 
report shall contain a statement of the condition of the 
public schools in the territory, full statistical tables by 
counties, showing, among other statistics, the number 
of school children in the territory, the number attending 
public schools, the number attending private schools, 
and the amount raised by county and district taxes, or 
from other sources of revenue, for school purposes, 
the amount expended for salaries of teachers and for 
building and furnishing school houses, and the state- 
ment of the plans for the management and improve- 
ment of schools. ae 

Section 1861 is modified by Article VIII, sections 1-3 and 4 of 
constitution. 

Sec. 1862. The superintendent of public in- 
struction shall prepare and cause to be printed suit- 
able forms for making all reports and conducting all 
necessary proceedings under this article, and shall 
transmit them to the local school officers and teachers, 
who shall be governed in accordance therewith; he 
shall furnish each superintendent of common schools 
with suitable diplomas and certificates, and shall pre- 
pare a school register, which shall be furnished to each 
district in the state.

Second—To notify the county superintendent of 
common schools of the amount of county school fund 
in the county treasury, subject to apportionment when-

_Third--To pay all warrants drawn on county or 
district school moneys, in accordance with the provisions 
of this article, whenever such warrants are counter- 
signed by the district clerk and properly endorsed by 
the holders. 

Fourth—To make, annually during the month of 
September of each year, a financial report for the last 


preceding school and fiscal year ending with August 31, : 


to the county superintendent of common schools, in 
such form as may be required by him. 

Sec. 1868. A county superintendent of common 
schools shall be elected in each organized county in 
this state at the general election preceding the expira- 
tion of the term of office of the present incumbent, 
and every two years thereafter, who shall take office 
on the first Monday in December next succeeding his 
election, and hold for two years, or until his successor 
is elected and qualified. The person so elected shall 
take the oath or affirmation of offices and shall give an 
official bond to the county in a sum to be fixed by the 
board of county commissioners of said county. The 
county commissioners of any county shall, by appoint- 
ment, fill any vacancy that may occur in the office of 
county superintendent until the next general election, 
Provided, That all persons otherwise qualified shall 
be eligible to the said office of county superintendent 
of common schools without regard to sex.

Sec. 1869. The county superintendent shall ap- 
portion all school moneys to the school districts in 
accordance with the provisions of this article quar-

the convenience of school officers. He shall certify to 
the several district clerks and county treasurers the 
amount so apportioned to the several districts, and the 
trustees shall draw their warrants on the county treas- 
urer in favor of persons entitled to receive the same. 
Such warrant shall show for what purpose the money 
is required, and no such warrant shall be drawn unless 
there is money in the treasury to the credit; of such 
district. i 

SEC. 18;0. The county superintendent shall 
have power and it shall be his duty— 

First—To visit each school in his county“at least 
once a year. 

Second —To distribute promptly all reports, Bui 


forms, circulars and instructions which he may receive 
for the use of school officers and teachers, from the 


superintendent of public instruction. 

Third—To report to the superintendent of public 
instruction annually on or before the first day of De- 
cember, for the school year ending August 3r, next 
preceding, such statistics as may be required of him. 

Fourth—To enforce the course of study adopted 
by the state superintendent of public instruction. 

Fifth—To enforce the rules and regulations re- 
quired in the examination of teachers. 

Sixth—To keep on file and preserve in his office 


the biennial report of the superintendent of public in- 


struction. 

Seventh—To keep in a good and wal bound 
book, to be furnished by the county commissioners, a 
record of his official acts. 

LBighth—To carefully preserve all reports of 
school officers and teachers, and, at the close of his 
term of office deliver to his successor all records, 
books, documents and papers belonging to the office, 
taking a receipt for the same, which shall be filed in 
the office of the county clerk.

Sec. 1871. If the county superintendent fails to , “n'y tor 


nilure to 


make a full and correct report to the superintendent of make report. 
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public instruction, of all statements required to be 
made by law, he shall forfeit the sum of one hundred 
dollars from his salary, and the board of county com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and required to de- 
duct therefrom the sum aforesaid, upon information 
from the superintendent of public instruction that such 
reports have not been made. 


Sec. 1872. The county superintendent shall. 


have power to administer oaths and affirmations to 
school trustees, assessors, collectors, teachers and other 
persons in all official matters connected with or relat- 
ing to schools, but shall not have power to make or 
collect any charge or fee for so doing. 


Sec. 1873. The county superintendent shall 
have power, and it shall be his duty to appoint 
trustees to fill vacancies in any district arising from 
failure to elect at the proper time, resignation or other 
causes, and in the organization of new districts until the 
next annual district election: Provided, That when a 
new district is organized, such trustees of the old dis- 
trict as reside within the limits of the new one shall 
be trustees in the new district, and the vacancies in 
the old district shall be filed by appointment until the 
next annual district election.

Sec. 1874. It shall be the duty of every county 
superintendent to inquire and ascertain whether the 
boundaries of school districts in his county are defi- 
nitely and plainly described in the records of the county 
board of commissioners, and to keep in his office a full 
and correct transcript of such boundaries. In case the 
boundaries of districts are conflicting, or incorrectly 
described, he shall change, harmonize and describe 
them, and make a report of such action to the com- 
missioners; and on being ratified by the commissioners 
the boundaries and description so made shall be the 
legal boundaries and descriptions of the districts of 
that county. The county superintendent shall furnish 
the several district clerks with descriptions of the 
boundaries of their respective districts. 
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Sec. 1875. «For the purpose of organizing a new 
district or for the subdivision of or change in the 
boundaries of a new one, except as provided in section 
1874, at least five heads of families must present a 
petition to the county superintendent, setting forth the 
boundaries of the new district asked for, or the change 
of the boundaries desired, with the reasons for the 
same. ‘The county superintendent shall, after giving 
due notice to all parties interested, transmit the, peti- 
tion to the board of county commissioners, with his 
approval or disapproval, and such changes in the 
boundaries as he may deem necessary or advisable. 
The commissioners shall establish the district as ap- 
proved by the county superintendent; Provided, That 
by a vote of the board they may establish the district 
in accordance with the original prayer of the petition, 
or with such modification as they may choose to make, 
or may reject it. In any case of alleged hardship, any 
head of family, parent or guardian, may make a state- 
ment of the facts to the board of commissioners, and 
if, in the judgment of the board, good cause be,shown 
for such transfer, he may be transferred to {another 
district. á 


Src. 1876. No new district formed by the sub- 
division of an old one shall be entitled to any share of 
the public moneys belonging to the old district until 
a school has been actually commenced in such new 
district, and unless within eight months from the action 
of the commissioners a school is opened, then 
the action making a new district shall be void, and all 
elections or appointment of trustees made in conse- 
quence of such action, and all rights and offices of the 
parties so elected or appointed shall cease ard deter- 
mine; and all taxes which may have been levied in 
such old district shall be valid. and binding upon the 
real and personal property of the new district, and 
shall be collected and paid into the school fund of the 
district.

And in addi- 
tion to posting such written notices the trustees shall 
cause the same to be published in some newspaper 
published in the district,-or if there be ¡none published 
in the district then in some newspaper published in the 
county. All elections shall be held by ballot, and the 
trustees shall have power to determine the hours dur- 
ing which the ballot-box shall be kept open, having 
given due notice thereof in the posted notices of elec- 
tion. Every person, without regard to sex, who is 
over twenty-one years of age, and a taxable inhabitant 
of the district, shall be entitled-to vote. Any person 
offering to vote may be challenged by any legally 
qualified voter of the district, and the chairman of the 
board of trustees shall thereon administer to the person 
challenged, an oath in substance as follows: You do 
swear (or affirm) that you are a citizen of the United 
States, or have declared your intention to become such, 
that you are twenty-one years of age, according to 
the best of vour information and belief, that you have 


resided in this territory six months next preceeding” 


this election, that you are a taxable resident of this 
school district, and that you have not before voted this 
day. If the elector shall refuse to take the oath his 
vote shall be rejected, and any person guilty of illegal 
voting shall be punished as provided in the general 
election laws of this territory. "The trustees shall be 
judges and inspectors of election, and if they are not 
present at the time for opening the polls, the electors 
present may appoint the officers of election. A poll 
and tally list shall be kept by the clerk of the board of 
trustees, and with the exceptions mentioned in this 
section, the election shall be conducted as far as prac- 
ticable in the form and manner of the general election. 
Any one of the old trustees shall haved power to 
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administer to any trustee elect the oath of office, and 
the clerk of election shall issue the certificate of elec- 
tion to any trustee elect, who shall forward it to the 
county superintendent of public schools.

Sec. 1881. In all organized districts in which 
elections have been previously held, oné trustee shall 
be elected for the term of three years, andif there are 
vacancies to be filled, a sufficient number to fill them for 
the unexpired terms; and the ballots shall specify the 
respective terms for which each trustee is to be elected. 
In new districts acting under trustees appointed by the 
county superintendent, three trustees shall be elected 
for one, two and three years respectively. Trustees- 
elect shall take office immediately after qualifying, and 
shall. hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified or appointed by the county superintendent 
and qualified. Any trustee-elect who shall fail to qual- 
ify within ten days after being elected shall forfeit all 
right to the office, and the county superintendent shall 
appoint to fill the vacancy. 


Sec. 1882. Whenever a new district is formed 
by ordinance of the board of commissioners, within 
thirty days thereafter a special'school meeting may be 
called by notice of any three legal voters of said dis- 
trict, and such meeting shall be conducted in the man- 
ner and form prescribed in this chapter for the annual 
school meeting for the election of trustees. Such new 
district shall be considered organized whenever any 
two of the trustees elected shall have qualified; and 
the record of the district clerk shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of the legal organization of the district, and the 
district shall be designated by numbers. 


No district school meeting, annual 
or special, shall be organized before nine o’clock a. m.,

polls shall be kept open from two o'clock p. m. until 
sunset. 


SEC. 1884. It shall be the duty of the district 
clerk to record all proceedings of the board of trustees 
in a suitable book; to record in the same book the pro- 
ceedings of the annual school meetings, or of special 
schoo] meetings, and to keep an accurate and detailed 
account of all receipts and expenditures of school 
moneys. At each annual school meeting the district 
clerk shall present his record book for inspection, and 
shall make a statement of the financial condition of 
the district; Provided, That the district record book 
shall be open to the public at all times. “The district 
clerk shall report annually, during the month of Sep- 
tember of each year for the school year next preced- 
ing, to the county superintendent in the manner and 
form and on the blanks prescribed by the superintend- 
ent of public instruction, and for making said annual 
report on or before the specified time he shall be paid 
the sum of five dollars, and for each day’s neglect 
after the time specified by law for rendering the said 
. report the sum of five dollars shall be deducted by the 
county superintendent from the moneys apportioned 
to said district,and return the same,to the general 
school fund of the county. It shall be the duty of the 
district clerk to give written notice to the county 
superintendent of the time of opening the school in his 
district, the length of term, and the names of the 
teachers thereof. He shall also report directly to the 
superintendent of public instruction whenever required 
the text books used in the schools.

Sec. 1885. Every board of trustees, unless oth- 
erwise especially provided by law, shall have power, 
and it shall be their duty — 


First—To employ and, for sufficient cause, dis- 
miss teachers, mechanics and laborers, and to fix, alter, 
allow and order paid their salaries and compensation. 
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Second—To enforce the rules and general regula- 
tions of the state superintendent of public instruction 
for the government of schools, pupils and teachers, and 
to enforce the course of study adopted in pursuance of 
territorial law. 

Third—To provide and pay for school furniture 
and apparatus, and such other articles, materials and 
supplies as raay be necessary for school use or for the 
use of the school board. 

Fourth—Yo suspend or expel pupils from school, 
and in cities or large towns to exclude from school 
children under six years of age where the interests of 
the school require such exclusion. 

Fifth—To rent, furnish, repair and insure school 
houses. E 

S7xth—To build or remove schóol houses, and 
purchase or sell schoollots, when the trustees may be 
directed by a vote of the district so to do. 

Seventh — To purchase personal property and to 
receive, lease and hold in fee, in trust for their district, 
town or city, any and all real or personal property for 
the benefit of the schools thereof. 

ZEighih—To provide books for indigent children 
on the written statement of the teacher that the parents 
of such children are not able to purchase them. 

LVinth—To require all pupils to be furnished with 
suitable books as a condition of membership in the 
school. 

Tenth—To exclude from school and school 
libraries all books, tracts, papers and catechisms of a 
sectarian or political character. 

Lleventh—To require every teacher to keep a 
school register. 

Twelfth—To require teachers to make such 


annual reports as may be required by the superintend- 


ent of public instruction. 


Thirteenth—To appoint a district clerk and fix his 
compensation.

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SEC. 1886. It shall be the duty of the district 
clerk to take annually, between the twentieth and ' 
thirtieth days of November of each year, an exact 
census of all children and youths over four and under 
twenty-one years residing in the district, and shall 
Specify the number and sex of such children, and the 
names of their parents or gyardians. He shall take, 
specifically and separately, a census of all children 
under four years of age, and shall specify the number 
and sex of such children. All children who may be 
absent from home attending boarding schools and 
private seminaries of learning shall be included by 
the district clerk in the census list of the city, town or 
district in which their parents reside, and shall not be 
taken by the district clerk of the city, town or district 
where they may be attending such private institution 
of learning. He shall make a full report thereof on 
the blanks furnished for that purpose, under oath, to 
the county superintendent on or before the first day of 
December thereafter, and deliver a copy to the school 
trustees. The district clerk shall be paid by the 
board of trustees from the county school money to the 
credit of the district, in the same manner as other 
_ contingent expenses are; paid, at a rate not exceeding 
ten cents for each name returned by him. 


Sec. 1887. The district clerk of each district 
shall provide all school supplies authorized by this 
article, and shall keep the school house in repair dur- 
ing the time school is taught therein, and shall keep an 
accurate record of all expenses incurred by him on 
account of the school, which account shall be audited 
by a majority of the board of trustees and paid out of 
the county school moneys of that district.

Sec. 1888. Any board of trustees shall be Jia- 
ble, as trustees, in the name of the district, for any 
judgment against the district for any salary due any 
teacher on contract, and for all debts legally contracted 
under the provisions of this article, and they shall pay 
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such judgment or liabilities out of the school moneys 
to the credit of such district. - 


SEC. 1889. Any board of trustees shall have 
power to make arrangements with the trustees of any 
adjoining district for the attendance of such children 
in the school of either district as may be best accommo- 
dated therein, and to transfer the school moneys due 
by apportionment to such children to the district in 
which they may attend school. 


SEC. 1890. Every school, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by speciallaw, shall be open for the admission 
of all children between five and twenty-one years of 
age residing in that school district, and the board of 
trustees shall have power to admit adults and children 
not residing in the district, whenever good reasons 
exist for such exceptions. 


SEC. 189r. All schools shall be taught in the 
English language, and instruction shall be given in 
the following branches, viz: Reading, writing, orthog- 
raphy, arithmetic, geography, English grammer and 
history of the United States, and such other studies as 
may be deemed necessary may be authorized by the 
irustees of the district. Instruction shall be given 
during the entire school course in manners and morals

The education of children of African 
descent shall be provided for in separate schools.

arate schools in any other manner, and the same laws, 
rules and regulations which apply to schools for white 
children shall apply to schools for colored-children. 
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Sec. 1893. No books, tracts, papers, catechisms, , Use of per 
or other publications of a partisan, sectarian, or denom- ~tarian litera- 
inational character shall be used or distributed in any qe Pot» 
schools, neither shall any political, sectarian, or denom- 
inational doctrine be taught therein; and any school 
district, the officers of which shall knowingly allow 
any school to be taught in violation of these provisions, 
shall forfeit all right to any county apportionment of 
school moneys, and, upon satisfactory evidence of such 
violation, the county superintendent shall withhold its 


county apportionment. 


SEC. 1894. The school day shall be six hours in 
length, exclusive of an intermission at: noon; but any 
board of trustees may fix, as the school day, a less 
number of hours than six: Provided, That it be not 
less than four for any primary school under their 
‘charge, and any teacher may dismiss any and all : 
scholars under eight years of age, in any incorporated 
village, town or city, after an attendance of four hours 
a day, exclusive of an intermission at noon. 


Sec. 1895. All pupils who may be attending pub- Discipline. 
lic schools shall comply with the regulations established 
in pursuance of law for the government of such schools, 
shall pursue the required course of study, and submit 
to the authority of the teachers of such schools. Con- 
tinued and wilful disobedience, and open defiance of 
the authority of the teacher, shall constitute good cause 
for expulsion from school; and habitual profanity and 
vulgarity, good cause for suspension from school. 
Any pupil who shall in any way-cut, deface, or other- 
wise injure any school house, fences, or outbuildings 
thereof, shall be liable to suspension and punishment, 
and the parents or guardians of such pupil shall be 
liable for damages on complaint of the teacher or 
. trustees. 


SEC. 1896. Every teacher employed in any Teachers 
s report. 
public school shall make an annual report tó the 
county superintendent on or before September first 
next after the close of each school year, in the form 
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and manner and on blanks prescribed by the superin- 
tendent of public instruction. A duplicate of such 
report shall be furnished to the district clerk. Any 
teacher who shall end any school term before the close 
of the school year shall make a report to the county 
superintendent immediately at the close of such term, 
and any teacher who may be teaching any school at 
the close of the school year shall, in his or her 
annual report, include all statistics from the school 
register for the entire school year, notwithstanding any 
previous report for a part of the year. Teachers 
shall make such additional reports as may be required, 
in pursuance of law, by the territorial superintendent 
of public instruction. No board of trustees shall 
draw any order or warrant for the salary of any 
teacher for the last month of his or her services until 
the reports herein required shall have been made and 
received. 

Bec. 1897. Every eather shall keep a school 
register in the manner provided therefor, anıl no board 
of trustees shall draw any warrant for the salary of 
any teacher for the last month of his or her services 
in school at the end of any term or year, until they 
shall have received a certificate from the district clerk 
that the said register has been properly kept, the 
summaries made and statistics entered, or until. by 
personal examination, they shall have satisfied them- 
selves that it has been done. ‘Teachers shall faithfully * 
enforce, in school, the course of study, and the regu- 
lations prescribed in pursuance of law; and if any 
teacher shall wilfully refuse or neglect to comply with 
such requisition, then the board of trustees shall be 
authorized to withhold any warrants for salary due 
until such teacher shall comply therewith. No teacher 
shall be entitled to draw for salary and school moneys 
unless such teacher shall be employed by a majority 
of the trustees, nor unless the holder of a legal county 
teacher’s certificate, in full force and effect. 

Sec. 1898. In every contract whether written or 
verbal, between any teacher and any board of trustees, 
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a school! month shall be construed and taken to be 
twenty school days, or four weeks of five school days 
each, and no teacher shall be required to teach school 
on Saturdays, the fourth day of July, the first day of 
January, Christmas day, and no deduction from the 


teacher’s time or wages shall be made by reason of the: 


fact that a school day happens to be one of the days 
referred to in this section as a day on which school 
shall not be taught Any contract made in violation of 
the provisions of this section shall have no force or 
effect as against the teacher. 


Sec. 1899. Every teacher shall have power to 
hold every pupil to a strict accountability in school, for 
any disorderly conduct on the way to or from school, 
or on the play grounds of the school, or duriny the 
intermission or recess; to suspend from school any 
pupil for good cause; Provided, That such suspension 
shall be reported by the teacher to the trustees as soon 
as practicable, and their decision shall be final. 


SEC. 1900. It shall be the duty of all teachers 
to endeavor to impress on the minds of their pupils 
the principles of morality, truth, justice and patriotism; 
to teach them to avoid idleness, profanity and false- 
hood, and to instruct them in the principles of a free 
government, and train them up to a true comprehen- 
sion of the rights, duties and dignity of American citi- 
zenship. 


SEC. rgor. The principal of all moneys accru- 
ing to this territory, from the sale of any land which 
may hereafter be given by the congress of the United 
States, for school purposes, shall constitute an irre- 
ducible fund, the interest accruing from which shall be 
annually divided among all the school districts in the 
state, proportionally to the number of youth in 
each, between the ages of four and twenty-one years, 
for the support of common schools in said districts, 
and for no other use or purpose whatever. 


Sxc. 1902. For the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining common schools it shall be the duty of 
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the county commissioners of each county to lay an 
annual tax of not less than three nor more than five 
mills, on the dollar, on all taxable property within 
their respective counties, as shown by the assessment 
rolls made by the county assessor for the same year; 
and to include the.same in their warrant to the col- 
lector: and the said collector shall proceed to collect 
the said tax in the same manner as the other county 
tax is collected; and the said money so collected shall 
be paid over to the county treasurer, to be drawn in 
the manner prescribed in this article; neither shall it 
be lawful for any county treasurer to receive county 
orders in payment of county school tax, nor to pay out 
any school money on county orders. For the further 
support of common schools there shall be set apart by 
the county treasurer all moneys paid into the county 
treasury arising from all fines for a breach of any law 
regulating license for the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
or for the keeping of bowling alleys, or billiard saloons, 
or of any penal laws of this territory. Such moneys 
shall be forthwith paid into the county treasury by the 
officer receiving the same, and be added to the yearly 
school fund raised by tax in each county and divided 
in the same manner. 


SEC. 1903. That it shall be the duty of the 
county clerks of the several counties of the territory 
to make a report to the county superintendent of 
common schools within their counties during the 
month of September of each year, of the school tax 
levied and the assessed valuation of the proper coun- 
ties for that year, and that it be the duty of the clerk 
of the district court at the close of every term thereof, 
to report to the county superintendent of the county 
in which said term shall have been holden, whether 
or not any fines, and if any what ones, were imposed 
by the said court during the said term, and that it be 
the duty of the probate judge and of all justices of the 
peace, to report to the county superintendent of their 
respective counties, during the month of September 
of each year, whether or not they have imposed and 
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collected any fines during the preceding year; and if 
any what ones, with the date at which the same were 
paid to the county treasurer; and all officers mentioned 
in this chapter, who shall fail or neglect to perform 
any of the duties required by this chapter, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
before any court having competent jurisdiction thereof, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than twenty dollars 
and not more than one hundred dollars for each 
neglect, and such fine shall be paid into the county 
treasury for the benefit of common schools in said 
county. 


SEC. 1904. Whenever the interests of the district 
require it, the board of trustees may establish a high 
school, employ a principal teacher and subordinate

teachers, and grade the school into departments and . 


classes. 


«DEC. 1905. The board of trustees of any district 
may, when in their judgment it is advisable, submit to 
the qualitied electors of the district the question 
whether a tax shall be raised to furnish additional 
school facilities for said district, or to maintain any 
school or schools in such district, or for building one 
or more school-houses, or for removing or building 
additions to one already built, or for the purchase of 
globes, maps, charts, books of reference, and other 
appliances and apparatus for teaching, or for any or 
all of these purposes. Such election shall be called by 
posting notices in three of the most public places in 
the district for atleast twenty days. Said notices shall 
contain the time and place of holding the election, the 
amount of money proposed to be raised, and the 
purpose or purposes for which it is intended to be 
used. The trustees shall act as judges to conduct the 
election, and it shall be held in all other respects, as 
nearly as practicable, in conformity with the general 
election law. At such election the ballot shall contain 
the words: “Tax, Yes,” or “Tax, No” Tf a 
majority of the votes cast are “Tax, Yes,” the officers 
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of the election shall certify the fact to the district clerk, 
who shall at once proceed to copy from the last assess- 
ment roll of the county assessor the list of property 
liable to taxation, situated in or owned by residents of 
his district, and shall deliver the same to the board of 
trustees, who may allow him a reasonable compensa- 
tion therefor out of the proceeds of said tax; said 
compensation not to exceed six dollars per day. The 
trustees shall, upon receiving the roll. deduct ten per 
cent. therefrom for anticipated delinquencies, and then 
by dividing the sum voted, together with the estimated 
cost of assessing and collecting added thereto, by the 
remainder of the roll, ascertain the rate per cent. 
required, and the rate so ascertained [using the full 
per cent on each one hundred dollars in place of any 
fraction] shall be, and is hereby, levied and assessed 
to, on, or against the persons or property named or 
described in said roll; and it shall be a lien on all such 
property until the tax is paid; and said tax, if not paid 
within the time limited within the next section for its 
payment shall be recovered by suit in the same 
manner and with the- same costs as delinquent terri- 
torial and county taxes. ‘The trustees, upon receiving 
any assessment roll from the district clerk, shall give 
five days notice thereof by posting a notice in three 
public places in the district, and shall sit for at least 
one day as a board of equalization at such time and 
place as shall have been named in said posted notices; 
and they shall have the same power as county boards 
of equalization to make any change in said assess- 
ment roll. 


SEC. 1906. .As soon as the rate of taxation has 
been determined, as provided in the last preceding 
section, the trustees shall certify the same to the county 
clerk, who shall extend the same upon the general 
assessment roll of the county, and certify the same to 
the county treasurer, who shall proceed to collect the 
tax in the same manner and at the same time and with 
the same power and authority to enforce payment of 
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the same, as in the case of county and territorial taxes, 
The county treasurer shall place any tax so collected 
to the credit of the district to which it belongs, and 
shall receive as compensation for collecting the same 
such sum, not more than five per cent. of the tax col- 
lected, as may be allowed by the county commission- 
ers; said compensation to be paid from the amount of 
said district tax so collected. 


SEC. 1907. All school moneys apportioned by 
county superintendents of common schonls shall be 
apportioned to the several districts in proportion to 
the number of school census children between four and 
twenty-one years of age, as shown by the returns of 
the district clerk for the next preceding school census; 
Provided, ‘That Indian children, who are not living 
under the guardianship of white persons, shall not be 
included in the apportionment list.

SEC. 1908. County school moneys may be used 
by the county superintendent and trustees for the vari- 
ous purposes as authorized and provided in this article, 
and for no other purpose, except that in any district

Sec. 1909. No school district shall be entitled to 
receive any apportionment of county school moneys, 
unless the teacher employed in the schools of such dis- 
tricts shall hold legal certificates of fitness for the oc- 
cupation of teaching, in full force and effect. 


No school district shall be entitled 
to receive any apportionment of ‘any school moneys 
which shall not have maintained a free public school 
for at least three months during the next preceding 
school year; Provided, That any new district, formed 
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by the divison of an old one, shall be entitled to its 
apportionment, where the time that school was main- 


tained in the old district, before division, and in ;the 
new one after division, shall be equal to at least three 
months. 

SEC. 1911. When any school officer is superseded 
by election or otherwise, he shall immediately deliver 
to his successor in office all books, papers and moneys 
pertaining to his office; and every such officer who 
shall refuse to do so, or who shall wilfully mutilate or 
destroy any such books or papers, or any part thereof, 
or shall misapply any moneys intrusted to him by vir- 
tue of his office, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be punished by a fine, in the discretion of the 
court, not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

SEC. 1912. Any person elected or appointed to 
any office mentioned in this chapter, shall, before en- 
tering upon the discharge of the duties thereof, take 
an Oath to support the constitution of the United 
States, the organic act of this territory, and to pro- 
mote the interests of education, and faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of his office, according to the best 
of his abilities. In case such officer has a writ- 
ten appointment or commission, his oath shall be en- 
dorsed thereon, otherwise it may be taken orally. In 
either case it may be sworn to before any officer 
authorized to administer oaths; and school officers are 
hereby authorized to administer all oaths relative to 
school business, appertaining to their respective offices, 
without charge or fee. i 

Sec. 1913. No trustee or other school officer 
shall be, directly, or indirectly, interested in any con- 
tract made by the board of which he is a member:

shall be null and void.

son, who shall upbraid, insult or abuse any teacher, in 
the presence of the school, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 1916. Any person who shall wilfully dis- 
turb any public school or any public school meeting, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars. 


Sec. 1917. In case any district clerk shall fail 
to take the census provided in this chapter at the 
proper time, and if through such neglect the district 
shall fail to receive its apportionment of school moneys, 
said district clerk shall be individually liable to the 
district for the full amount so lost, and it may be re- 
covered by any citizen of such district, in the name of 
and for the benefit of the district. 


Suc. 1918. All cases of dispute in relation to 
school matters not properly belonging to courts of 
justice, may be referred first to the county superinten- 
dent and appealed to the territorial superintendent, 
whose decision shall be final. 


SEC. 1919. The school year shall begin on the 
first day of September and end: on the last day of 
August. 


Src. 1g20. All printing or binding required 
under this article shall be executed in the form and 
manner and at the prices of other territorial printing, 
and shall be paid in like manner out of the general 
fund of the territory. 


SEC. 1921. Every parent, guardian or other 
person in the territory of Montana, having control of 
any child or children between the ages of eight and 
fourteen years, shall be required to send such child or 
children to a public-school, or private school, taught 
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by a competent instructor, for a period of at least 
twelve weeks in each year, six weeks of which time 
shall be consecutive, unless such child or children are 
excused from attendance by the board of trustees of 
the school district in which such parent or guardian 
or person having control of such child or children 
resides; upon its being shown to their satisfaction that 
such parent or guardian was not able, by reasons of 
poverty, to cloth such child properly, or that such 
child’s bodily or mental condition has been such as to 
prevent his attendance at school or application to study 
for the period required, or that such child or children 
are taught at home by a competent instructorin such 
branches as are usually taught in the public schools 
subject to the same examination as other pupils of the 
district in which the child resides, or that he has 
already acquired the ordinary branches required by 
law, or that there is no school taught within one mile 
of the domicile or place of residence of such child or 
children; Provided, That no child shall be refused 
admission to any public school on account of race or 
color. 


SEC. 1922. Any parent, guardian or other per- 
son failing to comply with the provisions of this act 
shall, upon conviction, be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and tined in a sum not less than five nor more 
than ten dollars for the first offence, nor less than ten 
nor more than twenty dollars, or thirty days’ imprison- 
ment in the’ county jail, for the second and every 
subsequent offence. Said action shall be prosecuted 
in the name of the Territory of Montana before any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and all fines so collected 
shall be paid into the county treasury for the support 
of common schools. 


SEC. 1923. It shall be the duty of any school 
trustee to Inquire into all cases of neglect of the duty 
prescribed in this act, and ascertain from the person 
or persons neglecting the reasons, if any, therefor, and 


‘shall forthwith proceed to secure the prosecution of 
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any offence occurring under this act, and any trustee 
neglecting to secure such prosecution for such offence 
within ten days after a written notice has been served 
on him by any taxpayer in said district or city, unless 
the person or persons so complained of shall be excused 
by the district board of trustees for reasons herein- 
before stated, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
- and liable to a fine of not less than ten nor more than 
fifty dollars, which fine shall be prosecuted for and in 
the name of the Territory of Montana, and such fine, 
when collected, shall be paid into the count: treasury, 
asin section 1923 of this act. 


Sec. 1924. If, upon the trial of any offence, as 
charged in section 1923, it shall be made to appear to 
the satisfaction of the court or-judge trying the same, 
that such prosecution was malicious, then the costs in 
such case shall be adjudged against the complainant or 
person instituting such proceeding, and collected as 
fihes in other cases. 

Sec. 1925. County certificates shall be issued 
by county superintendents, and shall continue. in force 
respectively for one, two, and three years, according 
to standard of scholarship. The examination may he 
written or oral, in the discretion of the county super- 
intendent, and shall include the following branches, 
to-wit: Reading, writing, orthography, arithmetic, 
geography, English grammer, history of the United 
States, and the practice of teaching. There shall be 
at least two public examinations in each county each 
year, and the questions used in such examinations shall 
be prepared by the county superintendent and submitted 
to the territorial superintendent for his approval and 
correction; Provided, The county superintendent may 
at any time hold other examinations, as circumstances 
may require. i

SEC. 1926. First grade certificates shall continue 
in force three years, and shall be granted to persons 
who have had not less than twelve months successful

county of the territory on being registered with the 
superintendent of that county, and may be renewed 
by his endorsement thereon.

SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS. 


AN ACT to amend an act entitled an act to establish a series of text books 
for the public schools, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Montana: 


SECTION Ir. The text books in the several 
branches required by law to be taught in the public 
schools of Montana shall be uniform throughout Mon- 
tana. 


SEC. 2. That the text books hereinafter named 
are hereby adopted for exclusive use in the public 
schools of Montana, so far as the same may be ap- 
plicable to the grade of study pursued in the schuols 
where used for the term of six years, from the first 
day of July, A. D. eighteen hundred an eighty-nine, or 
until changed in pursuance of law: Provided, That 
the books naw in use in any school or schools may be 
retained for the period of one year from said dute» 
should it be in the opinion of the teacher of said school 
or schools expedient so to do: And provided further, 
that this section shall take effect only when the pub- 
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lishers of the books hereby adopted shall have filed 
with the territorial secretary their bonds with at least 
two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the governor, 
in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars for each pub- 
lishing house, conditioned that they shall, for the 
period of this adoption, keep the said books and each 
of therm for sale at the points in Montana hereinafter 
named, at the lowest wholesale rates in the city of 
New York, N. Y.; Chicago, Ill.: Cincinnati, Ohio, to 
all responsible merchants, in Montana, or to school 
trustees desiring to purchase the same from time to 
time, in such quantities as may be requisite to supply 
their schools ; that the said books and each of them 
shall be sold at retail for the period for which they are 
adopted, at not to exceed the price hereinafter named, 
set opposite the titles of said books in the column 
headed * Retail;' that in case the current wholesale 
prices shall ever hereafter be reduced, then all the 


"merchants and all school trustees desiring.to purchase 


books for the supply of their schools shall have the 
benefit of such reduction, and a”corresponding reduc- 
tion shall be forthwith made in the retail prices guar- 
anteed to the peoplelof Montana; that for the period of 
one year from the first day of July, Anno Domini 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, they will cause the 
said books to be sold at retail in at least one town in 
each county in Montana, and on application of any 
school officer they will forward ¿the same by,mail or 
express, freight or postage prepaid, at the prices here- 
inafter named, set opposite the name of said books in 
the column headed * Introduction;” that they will, for 
a period of twelve months from the said first day of 
July, Anno Domini eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, 
in at least one town in each county of Montana, exchange 
copies of the books hereby adopted, grade for grade, 
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for the old books of other series now in the hands of, 


pupils upon the payment in cash at the time of sur- 
rendering the old books, of the price hereinafter set 
opposite the names of said books in the column headed 
* Exchange; that they will prepare for Barnes’ com- 
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-plete geography, a special map of Montana, covering 


two pages, from the latest compilation, engraved ‘in 
the best style, and at least six pages of special de- 


. scriptive geography of Montana, and will cause the 


same to be included in all copies of said geography 
supplied by them to the people of Montana; that they 
shall maintain the mechanical excellence of said books 
at least equal to their present standard, in respect to 
binding, printing, quality of paper and. all other es- 
sential features; and that those sold to the people of 
Montana shall always be of the latest revised edition: 
And provided further, That the map and special de- 
scriptive geograpny of Montana shall be revised every 
three years by the publishers. 

SEC. 3. In case the publishers of the books 
hereby adopted shall not, on or before the first day of 
July, A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, file with 
the secretary their bonds as hereinbefore provided, or in 
case they shall not, on or before the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and ninety have performed all the 
obligations of their bond, in respect to the introduction 
and exchange of books, and the preparation and sup- 
ply of the special map and geography of Montana for 
Barnes! complete geography, or in case they shall at 
any time thereafter violate or fail to perform any of 
the conditions specified in their bonds as hereinbefore 
provided, and shall fail, within a reasonable time after 
due notice mailed to them by the territorial superin- 
tendent of public instruction, to make good their guar- 
antee in any respect in which they may have failed, 
then this adoption shall become null and void, and the 
series of text-books now in use in the schools shall 
remain the legal text-books until changed by law; and 
the said books hereby adopted, upon compliance with 
the conditions aforesaid shall be continued in use until 
otherwise provided by statute. It shall be the duty of 
the Attorney General to proceed by suit in the name 
of Montana to enforce and collect the bond of the pub. 
lishers so failing, for the benefit of the common schools 
of Montana. 
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Sec. 4. The following are the titles of text-books 
adopted by this act, with the introductory and exchange 
prices which the publishers shall be bound to maintain 
as hereinbefore provided, to-wit: The introductory 
prices for one year from and after the first day of July, 
A. D, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and the ex- 
change prices from the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-nine, to the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and ninety, and the retail prices 
which they shall be bound to maintain thereafter.

SEC. § Whenever the publishers of the books 
herely adopted shall have filed their bond, as herein- 
before provided, it shall be the duty of the territorial 
superintendent of public instruction to cause all prices 
of the text-books as guaranteed by the publishers to 
be properly printed and distributed, through the 
county superintendents, to the trustees of the several 
school districts, who shall cause the same to be kept 
constantly posted in a conspicuous place in each school 
room in their districts, and it shall be the duty of the 
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several county superintendents to keep themselves in- 
formed as to whether such prices are actually main- 
fained by the said publishers; and in case of failure to 
at once notify the territorial superintendent who shall 
then proceed as hereinbefore provided 


Sec. 6. Any school district which shall after the 
first day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety, use 
other text-books than those herein adopted for the 
same studies, shall forfeit twenty-five per centum of 
the county school fund to be apportioned among the 
other school districts of the county which shall have 
complied with this chapter. 


SEC. 7. All school officers and teachers are 
charged with the execution of this law, and the county 
school superintendent shall require the trustees of the 
several school districts, or the clerks thereof, to report 
annually whether the authorized text-books are used 
in their schools. 


Sec. 8. Whenever in the opinion of the county 
superintendent of the public schools, it will not be ex- 
pedient to affect the exchange of books in districts 
distant from the county seat through the medium of 
the dealers, for the reason that said dealer shall refuse 
to act as the agent between the publishers and the 
schools, or because said dealer has charged more than 
the retail or exchange prices specified in this bill, or 
whenever the trustees of any school district shall re- 
quest the superintendent to make the exchange or 
purchase in the respective counties, he may make a 
written request of the publishers of said books, stating 
therein the number of books of each kind necessary 
for him to have in order to introduce the same, that 
they send him by freight, or otherwise, the books 
necessary in order to effect the complete change 
Upon receipt of the books by the county superintend- 
ent, it shall be his duty to introduce the same into all 
schools within his jurisdiction, making the exchange 
in the manner herein provided for, collecting the 
money for all books distributed by him, and when the 
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exchange is complete, and within a reasonable time 


thereafter, he shall report to the said publishers and ` 


make a remittance to them of all money in his hands, 
arising from sales anıl exchanges made by him, and 
shall also make a statement of what books remain in 
his hands, and dispose of the same in the manner di- 
rected by said publishers: Provided, That said county 
superintendents shall be held accountable and respon- 
sible for the books and money so received by him on 
his official bond. 


SEC. 9. All acts and parts of acts in” conflict 
with the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

of this territory, shall be paid into the county treasury 
of the county for the use and benefit of the common 
schools of the school district in which such city or 
town is situated, to be used as provided for in this 
article.

specify the fund on which the same are drawn, and 
for what purpose drawn. 


Said fund may be used for general 
school purposes, if a majority of the qualified voters 
of such district shall so; elect, and upon the written 
request of any fifty of the qualified voters of such 
district, presented to the trustees for such purpose, 
said trustees shall order an election for such purpose, 
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at which election said trustees shall prepare the form 


of the ballots used at such election, and which election 
shall be given notice of and conducted as other elec- 
tions provided for the several school districts under 
the general laws of this territory, and that when any 
warrant is so drawn on said fund for other purposes | 
than the building and furnishing a school house, said 
warrant shall so specify that it was pursuant to an elec- 
tion held for such purpose.

SEC. 1948.° Whenever under the provisions of 
the law of the territory the probate judge of any 
county or the mayor of any incorporated town or city, 
shall have set apart as and for a site for a college or 
university, any lands or lots in any town site, the school 
trustees of any school district in which such site is 
situate, if they shall so elect, may take possession 
thereof and occupy the same, or any part thereof, for 
school purposes, until the same shall be needed for the 
uses fór which it was originally set apart; and, if in 
the judgement of the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion of the territory and the county superintendent of 
common schools, and the trustees of the school district 
in which such site is situate, such site is more appro- 
priate and will be more useful as school grounds for 
the common schools than as a site for a college or a 
university, they shall so declare in writing, which 
declaration shall be recorded with the probate judge, 
and thereafter the said college or university ground 
shall belong to said school district; and if heretofore 
any grounds so set apart for a college or university 
shall have been conveyed to the superintendent of 
common schools of the county in which such lands 
are situate for the time being, such conveyance is 
hereby confirmed and declared valid as a trust to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever, and such superinten- 
dent and his successors in office are hereby declared 


-trustees for the purpose of holding such title, and the 


said conveyance shall insure to him and his successors 
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in such office in trust for the uses for which the 
grounds were originally set apart, but subject to the 
provisions of this section with reference to the district 
schools. : . 


Sec. 1949. Whenever heretofore in the con- 
struction of any school house the expense of such 
construction and the grading and fencing the ground, 
and constructing outhoüses and furnishing the same, 
shall have exceeded the estimate therefor and the 
amount of moneys belonging to such district applica- 
ble thereto, and said district 1s in debt therefor, such 
district, by its trustees, may give its note or notes for 
the deficientcy so remaining unpaid, for a period not 
exceeding three years, which may draw interest at a 
rate not exceeding eighteen per cent. per annum; or 
if they so elect, they may issue the bonds of such 
district, due at a time not exceeding six years from 
their issuance, which shall bear interest, payable semi- 
annually, at a rate not exceeding ten per cent. per 
annum, and they shall ascertain the tax requisite to pay 
the installments of interest as they become due, and a 
sinking fund to meet the bonds at their maturity in 
the manner now required under existing laws as to 
special tax levies of a school district, and thenceforward 
all laws providing for the collection of such taxes shall 
apply with reference thereto, but the said moneys so 
raised shall be under controlof the board of trustees.

Sec. 1950. The board of school trustees of any 
school district within the territory shall, whenever a 
majority of the trustees so decide, submit to the elec- 
tors of the district the question whether the board 
shall be authorized to issue coupon bonds to a certain 
amount, notto exceed two per cent. of the taxable 
property in said district, and bearing a certain rate of 
inierest, not exceeding seven per centum per annum, 
and redeemable at a certain time, for the purpose of 
building or providing one or more school houses in 
said district and purchasing land necessary for the 
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same. This section stil not be so construed as to 
aüthorize any such board of school trustees to submit 
such question of issuing bonds to the electors of any 
school district more than: one time; nor shall the entire 
levy for such purpose exceed two per cent. on the 
taxable property of the district; and whenever the 
bonds of any school district, for such purpose, shall 
have been issued to such an amount, such question 
shall not be again submitted, nor shall any additional 
bonds be issued until the entire outstanding bonds be 
paid.

SCHOOL BONDS. 


AN ACT to amend section 1950 of the fifth division of the compiled 
statutes of Montana, concerning school bonds. 


- Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 


ritory of Montana: 

SECTION 1. That section nineteen hundred and 
fifty be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: Section nineteen hundred and fifty—The 
board of school trustees of any school district within 
Montana shall, whenever a majority of the trustees so 
decide, submit to the electors of the district ‘the ques- 
tion whether the board shall be authorized to issue 
coupon bonds to a certain amount, not to exceed four 
per cent. of the taxable property in said district, and 
bearing a certain rate of interest not exceeding seven 
per centum per annum, and payable and redeemable 
at a certain time, for the purpose of building one or 
more school houses in said districts and purchasing 
land necessary for the same. Should the trustees of 
any school district in which bonds have been hereto- 
fore issued to any amount, desire to submit to the 
electors of the district the question as to whether 
additional bonds shall be issued, they may do so, but 
no such bonds shall be issued unless a majority of all 
the votes cast in favor of such issue of additional bonds, 
and in no case shall the whole issue of bonds exceed in 
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amount four per centum of the taxable property within 
said school district. This section shall not be con- 
strued as to authorize any board of school trustees to 
submit such question of issuing bonds to a vote of the 
electors of the district while there is outstanding and 
unredeemed or unpaid two sets or issues of bonds, 
issued under the provisions of this act, nor shall any 
additional bonds, other than the two issues herein pro- 
vided for, be uttered by said district until such time as 
one at least of the prior issue of bonds has been called 
in and fully paid. i 

This act shall not apply to an act entitled “An act to 
authorize the school trustees of the school district 
number one, of Deer Lodge county, to issue additional 
bonds for certain purposes,” approved February thir- 
teenth, 1885. 

Approved, March 14, 1889. 


SEC. 1951. Such election shall be held in the 
manner prescribed by section 1905 of the fifth divi- 
sion of the Revised Statutes (Compiled Statutes) of 
Montana, but the ballots shall contain the words: 
« Bonds, yes," or * Bonds, no.” If a majority of the 
votes cast are “Bonds, yes," the board of trustees 
shall issue such bonds in such form as the board may 
direct, and shall bear the signature of the chairman of 
the board of trustees, and shall be countersigned by the 
clerk of the said school district; and the coupons at- 
tached to the bonds shall be signed by said chairman 
and said clerk. And each bond so issued shall be 
registered by the county treasurer in a book provided 
for that purpose, which shall show the number and 
amount of each bond, and the person to whom the 
same is issued, And the said bonds shall be sold by 
the said trustees as hereinafter provided. 


SEC. 1952. "The school trustees shall give notice 
by advertisement in some newspaper published in this 
territory, for a perlod of not less than four weeks, to 
the effect that the said school trustees will sell said 
bonds (briefly describing the sime) and stating the 
time when, and the place where, such sale will take 
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place: Provided, That the said bonds shall not be sold 
for less than their par valve, and that the said trustees 
are authorized to reject any bids, and to sell said bonds 
at private sale, if they deem it for the best interest of 
the district; and all moneys arising from the sale of 
said bonds shall be paid forthwith into the treasury of 
the county in which such district may be located, to 
the credit of said district, and the same shall be imme- 
mediately available for the purpose of building or pro- 
viding the school houses authorized by this chapter. 


SEC. 1953. The faith of each school district is 
solemnly pledged for the payment of the interest and 
the redemption of the principal of the bonds which 
shall be issued under this chapter. And for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the provisions of this act, each 
school district shall be a body corporate, which may 
sue and be sued by, or in the name of, the board of 
school trustees of such district. 


SEC. 1954. The school trustees of each district 
shall ascertain and levy annually, the tax necessary to 
pay the interest when it becomes due and a sinking 
fund to redeem the bonds at their maturity; and said 
tax shall become a lien upon the property in said 
school district, and be collected in the same manner as 
other taxes for school purposes. S 


Redemption SEC. 1955. When the sum in said sinking fund 


of bonds. 


shall equal or exceed the amount of any bond then due, 
the county treasurer shall post in his office a notice 
that he will, within thirty days from the date of such 
notice, redeem the bonds then payable, giving the 
numbers thereof, and preference shall be given the 
oldest issue; and if at the expiration of the said 
thirty days the holder or holders of such bonds shail 
fail or neglect to present the same for payment, inter- 
est thereon shall cease; but the treasurer shall at all 
times thereafter be ready to redeem the same on pres- 
entation, and when any bonds shall be so purchased 
or redeemed, the county treasurer shall cancel all 
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bonds so purchased and redeemed by writing across 
the face of the bond or bonds, in red ink, the word 
* Redeemed,” and the date of such redemption. 


Sec. 1956. The county treasurer shall pay Out payment of 

of any moneys belonging to a school district the inter- interest 

est upon any bonds issued under this act by such dis- 

trict when the same shall become due, upon presenta- 

tion at his office of the proper coupon, which shall 

show the amount due, and the number of the bond to 

which it belonged; and all coupons so paid shall be re- 

ported to the school trustees at their first meeting 
thereafter. 


Sec. 1957. The school trustees of any district Bonds and 
shall cause to be printed or lithographed, at the lowest (UPR? or 
rates, suitable bonds, with coupons attached, when the lithographed. 
same shall become necessary, and pay therefor out of 
any moveys in the county treasury to the credit of said 


school district. 


SEC. 1958. If any of the school trustees of any Penalty for 
district shall fail or refuse to pay into the proper county (ume ORY 
treasury the money arising from the sale of any bonds of bonds. 
provided for by this act, they shall be deemed guilty 
of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the territorial peniten- 
tiary for a term of not less than one year nor more 
than ten years.

CHAPTER CVI.

SEc. 1959. When county superintendent may 
hold a teachers’ institute.

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SEC. 1962. Expense of such institute, and how 
paid. 

SEC. 1959. The county superintendent of com- 
mon schools in any county in this territory, containing 
five, or more than five, organized school districts, shall 
hold annually a teachers? institute, at such a time and 
place as may be agreed upon between him and the 
territórial superintendent, and such institute shall con- 
tinue in session not less than three nor more than five 
days. He shall give at least thirty days' notice of the 
time and place of holding such institute, by publica- 
tion in some newspaper published in the county, and 
one written notice to each qualified teacher in the 
county. It shall be the duty of the territorial super- 
intendent of public instruction to attend the different 
county institutes, and in event of his failüre so to do, 
he shall forfeit ten dollars of his salary for each such 
neglect. 


Sec. 1960. It shall be the duty of all teachers 
engaged in the county, and of all persons holding cer- 
tificates, either territorial or county, to attend such 
institute and participate in the exercises thereof; and 
all teachers who may have charge of schools at the 
time of holding the annual institute, shall adjourn their 
schools for the time during which the institute shal 
be held.

Sec. 1961. All teachers who may adjourn school 
for the purpose of attending an annual institute shall 
be allowed the same pay while in actual attendance as 
when teaching, and the county superintendent shall 
certify to the number of days attendance of each 
teacher, and the trustees of the several .districts shall 
count them as so many days lawfully employed. 


Sec. 1962. The county superintendent of com- 
mon schools shall provide a building, fuel, lights, 
stationery, janitor's services, and all things neccessary 
for holding the institute, shall present an itemized 
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account of such expenses, not to exceed twenty-five 
dollars, to the board of county commissioners, and it 
shall be paid from the school fund of the county.

APPENDIX, ART. XI, CONSTITUTION OF 
l MONTANA. 
EDUCATION. 


SECTION I. Itshall be the duty of the legisla- 
tive assembly of the State of Montana to establish and 
maintain a general, uniform and thorough system of 
public, free common schools. 


Sec. 2. The public school fund of the state 
shall consist of the proceeds of such lands as have 
heretofore been granted, or may hereafter be granted, 
-to the state by the general government, known as 
school lands; and those granted in lieu of such lands 
acquired by gift or grant from any person or corpora- 
tion under any law or grant! of the general govern- 
ment; and of all other grants ¡of land or money made 
` to the state from the general government for general 
educational purposes, or whee no other special pur- 
pose is indicated in such grant; all estates, or distribu- 
tive Shares of the estates that may escheat to the state; 
all unclaimed shares and dividends of any corporation 
incorporated under the laws of the state, and all other 
grants, gifts, devises or bequests made to the state for 
general educational purposes. ` 


Sec. 3. Such public school fund shall forever 
remain inviolate, guaranteed by the state against loss 
or diversion, to be invested, so far as possible, in pub- 
lic securities within the state, including school district 
bonds, issued for the erection of school buildings, un- 
der the restrictions to be provided by law. 


Sec. 4. The governor, superintendent of public 
instruction, secretary of state and attorney general 
shall constitute the state board of land commissioners, 
which shall have the direction, control, leasing and 
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sale of the school lands of the state, and the lands 
granted or which may hereafter be granted for the 
support and benefit of the various state educational in- 
stitutions, under such regulations and restrictions as 
may be prescribed by law. 


SEC. 5. The interest on all invested school funds 


Of the state, and all rents accruing from the leasing of 


any school lands, shall be apportioned to the several 
school districts of the state in proportion to the number 
of children and youths between the ages of six and 
twenty-One years, residing therein respectively, but no 
district shall be entitled to such distributive share that 
does not maintain a public free school for at least 
three months during the year for which distributions 
shall be made. i 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Legislative 
Assembly to provide by taxation, or otherwise, 
sufficient means, in connection «with the amount 
received from the general school fund, to maintain a 
public, free, common school in each organized district 
in the State, for at least three months in each year. 


Sec. 7. The public free schools of the State 
shall be open to all childfen and youths between the 
ages of six and twenty-one years. 


Sec. 8. Neither the Legislative Assembly, nor 
any county’, city, town, or school district, or other 
public corporations, shall ever make directly or indi- 
rectly, any appropriation, or pay from any public fund 
or moneys whatever, or make any grant of lands or 
other property in aid of any church, or for any secta- 
rian purpose, or to aid in the support of any school, 
academy, seminary, college, university, or other 
literary, scientific institution, controlled in whole or in 
part by any church sect or denomination whatever. 


Sec. 9. No religious or partisan test or qualifi- 
cation shall ever be required of any person as a con- 
dition of admission into any public educational institu- 
tion of the State, either as teacher or student; nor 
shall attendance be required at any religious service 
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whatever, nor shall any sectarian tenets be taught in 
any public educational institution of the State; nor 
shall any person be debarred admission to any of the 
collegiate departments of the university on account 
of sex. 


Suc. ro. The Legislative Assembly shall pro- 
vide that all elections for school district officers shall 
be separate from those elections at which State or 
county officers are voted for. 


SEC. 11. The general control and supervision of 
the State University and the various other State educa- 
tional institutions shall be vested in a State Board of 
Education, whose powers and duties shall be prescribed 
and regulated by law. The said board shall consist 
of eleven members, the Governor, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, and Attorney General, being 
members ex-officio, the other eight members thereof 
shall be appointed by the Governor, subject to the 
confifmation of the Senate, under the regulations and 
restrictions to be provided by law. 


Sec. 12. The funds of the State University ‘and 
of all other State institutions of learning, from what- 
ever source accruing, shall forever remain inviolate 
and sacred to the purpose for which they were dedi- 
cated. The various funds shall be respectively 
invested uhder such regulations as may be prescribed 
by law, and shall be guaranteed by the State against 
loss or diversion. The interest of said invested funds; 
together with the rents from leased lands or properties 
shall be devoted to the maintainance and perpetuation 
of these respective institutions.

To provide for the study of the nature of alcoholic 


drinks and narcotics, and of their effects upon the 
human system, in connection with the several 
divisions of the subject of. physiology and 
hygiene, by the pupils in the public schools of the 
Territories and of the District of Columbia, and 
in the military and naval academies, and Indian 
and colored schools of the Territories of the 
United States. 


Be wt Enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
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tives of the United States of America in Congress 
Assembled: 


That the nature of alcoholic drinks and 
narcotics, and special instruction as to their effects 
upon the human system, in connection with the 
several divisions of the subject of physiology ang 
hygiene, shall be included in the branches of study 
taught in the common or public schools, and in 
the military and naval schools, and shall be studied 
and taught as thoroughly and in the same manner 
as other like required branches are in said schools, 
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by the use of text books, in the hands of pupils 
where other branches are thus studied in said 
schools, and by all pupils in all said schools 
throughout the Territories, in the military and 
naval academies of the United States, and in the 
District of Columbia, and in all Indian and colored 
schools in the Territories of the United States. 


Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the proper 
officers in control of any school described in the 
foregoing section to enforce the provisions of this 
act; and any such officer, school director, commit- 
tee, superintendent, or teacher who shall refuse 
or neglect to comply with the requirements of 
this act, or shall neglect or fail to make proper 
provisions for the instruction required and in.the 
manner specified by the first section of this act, 
for all pupils in each and every school under his 
jurisdiction, shall be removed from office, and the 
vacancy filled as in other cases. 


SEC. 3. That no certificate shall be granted 
to any person to teach in the public schools of the 
District of Columbia or Territories, after the first 
day of January, anno Domini eighteen hundred 
and eighty-eigbt, who has not passed a satis- 
factory examination in physiology and hygiene, 
with special reference to the nature and the 
effects of alcoholic drinks and other narcotics 
upon the human system.
